backed by Italy, thinks it unnecessary 
to heed the prohibitive clauses of the | 
St. Germain Treaty, which expressly 
forbid Austria to construct aeroplanes 
for war purposes. 


Having started by putting up 
‘obligatory conscription with or 
without the weapon ’’, and having 
maintained that this does not mean 
an army, the Government has, in a 
proclamation issued this month, 
dropped the mask entirely. This | 
proclamation, signed by the Secre- | 
tary of State for Defence, contains 
an appeal for “alms of the people 

. which will, to their full amount, 
be turned over to Austrian air wea- 


pons.”’ 


The proclamation goes on to appeal 
to the ‘‘ voluntary sense of sacrifice ’’ 
of the people, which should help to 
develop ‘‘ the most important weapon | 
for the protection of our country, that 
is, the air fleet’. 

Although it is stated that donations 
are voluntary, there is a clever pro- 
vision to enable a check to be kept on 
those who refuse to give. The whole 
collection is made through the post, 
giving at least one 
Austrian schilling receives a letter of 
appreciation from the Secretary of 
State. 


For this reason everyone is urged to 
give his full name and address, which 
will make it very easy for the Govern- 
ment to find out those who have refus- 
ed to participate in this collection for 


the most efficient means of wholesale 
slaughter.

CHINA WANTS PEACE 


And Other Nations’ 
Help 


Es the people of China want 
peace, to enable them to tackle 
the great problem of bringing their 
country up-to-date, is the basis of an 
article by a Shanghai correspondent in 
‘*Clarté’”’ this month. 

He declares that this task wlll be 
rendered extremely difficult of realiz- 
ation without the peaceful cooperation 


| and direction of the rest of the world, 


including Russia and Japan. The 
article shows, too, how the people 
and the Government of China are re- 
acting to Japanese policy. 

This point is also illustrated in a 
letter received by the Friends Service 
Council from Mr. and Mrs. William 
of the Union University at 
Chengtu, West China, where a group 
of Chinese Christian leaders recently 
formed a committee to further a boy- 
They felt that a 
thorough boycott might result in the 
Japanese people bringing pressure to 
bear on their leaders. 

The letter states, however, that 
another viewpoint was put forward 
by a keen Chinese pacifist who 
had been visiting Chengtu. - Dis- 
agreeing entirely with the proposal, 
he felt that what was required was 
an enlightened public opinion and 
dofinite attempts to cultivate 
friendship with individual Japanese.

The advertisement asked If a gas 
attack from the air should surprize 
you tonight, what would you do? 

Jt went on to explain that the book 
told exactly what one should do to 
keep safe ‘‘ without great expense, 
without gas masks or gas shelters '' 

It also announced that a “ detec- 
tor ’’, enabling anyone to discover the 
presence of war gases, was given free 
with each copy of the book sold.

WHAT?

“| Ta something approaching a panic | 
on the subject of recruiting is in- 
fecting members of the Government is | 
evident from recent ministerial pro- | 
nouncements. The situation is, indeed, 
serious enough from the point of view 
of a Government which retains an al- 
most touching belief in the efficacy of | 
arms and men in making Britain safe. 
Not only are volunteers (for the 
Army, at any rate) coming forward in 
insufficient numbers, but of those who 
do present themselves, two out of every 
three are medically unfit. The reasons 
for reluctance on the part of Britain’s 
young men to fill the ranks of the 
Army probably include a dislike for an 
unintelligent form of discipline, coupled | 
with a growing dissatisfaction with a | 
state of affairs in which the youngest 
and fittest members of the community 
are liable to pay the penalty occasioned 


by the dangerous diplomacy of an older 
generation. 


In the circumstances it would no 
doubt be untrue to say that pacifist 
propaganda is keeping men from joining 
the Forces to the extent that some of 
its detractors would have us think. As, 


however, pacifists in general are being | 
given the credit for this, and as the} 
Peace Pledge Union in particular is re- 
cruiting rather more successfully than 
is the Army, it is necessary that we | 
should be quite clear on the implica- 
tions of our refusal to allow the State 
the right to train us for destruction. | 
It is all the more necessary, there- | 
fore, at a time when official speeches 
laud service in;the armed Forces as | 
the highest form of national service, | 
that we should insist on an essentially | 
constructive policy as being the only | 
way to peace. That policy includes:— 
1. A world eonference to remove 
the causes of war; and 


2. Disarmament, by example; 
and we should press for its adoption at | 
least as strongly as we oppose recruit- 
ing and propaganda for the introduc- | 
tion of conscription. 


Here’s the Answer 


‘' Argument ’': The thirty-seventh of 
the Thirty-Nine Articles of the 
Church of England declares that “ it 
is lawful for Christian men, at the 
commandment of the magistrate, to 


wear weapons and to serve in the 
wars.’’

HIS is the spiritual descendant of 
the “mutual assistance pact’’ be- 
tween Church and State which was im- | 
plicit in Constantine’s ‘ recognition ”’ 
and ‘‘ acceptance ’’ of Christianity in | 
the fourth century, Its outlook is also 
archaic. We do not wear weapons now- 
adays. But perhaps the framers of 
the Thirty-Nine Articles foresaw that | 
gas-masks would become a com- 
mon form of head-wear as a result of 
pursuing a policy based on the lawful- 
ness of Christian men serving in the 
wars. The point is not important in | 
itself, of course, but as an indication 


of tte unreality of the officiat Church's 
attitude to war.

ia is all very well for us pacifists to 
sit back in our armchairs and say: 
‘War, we say No!” or even to satisfy 
ourselves that we are at least seeking 
peace and ensuing it. But is it enough? 
I do not think so. Let me therefore 
expound a theory that I believe, if 
practised, would solve many problems. 
A great many people, if they are in 
difficulties, very often seek the advice 
of their spiritual advisers; which, of 
course, is as it should be. - So if the 
men and women of England are per- 
plexed—say, on grounds of conscience 
—they seek aid, most probably, from 
a minister of religion. In the same 
way people perhaps go to their member 
of Parliament if they are perturbed 
politically. 
Therefore, in view of the fact that 
a terrible responsibility rests on the 
heads of the country’s ministers 
(spiritual and temporal) it ought to 
be insisted upon by the whole nation 
that at least there must be unity re- 
garding war and peace. (Otherwise 
chaos must appear, resulting in 
pestilence, misery, degradation, and 
death,

HOSE of us who have discovered 
the light of reason through Christ 
and his teachings, especially that in 
the Sermon on the Mount, must of 
necessity seek to stamp ont all error, 
even should it mean personal suffering. 
We must declare that God’s Law 
is above that of the State; that our 
conscience is more important than 
conscription; that our principles 
supercede our principals in business. 
We must back up pure pacifism by 
the divine laws bringing that pacifism 
to a rational and logical conclusion. We 
must go into the enemy’s camp if nec- 
essary. We must spread the gospel of 
love to all men and creatures. 

How can we, poor weak individuals, 
do these thingsP By word of mouth? 
By the pen? By example? By suffer- 
ing? By non-resistance to evil? 

I say Yes! By all those means.

It would follow then that 
pain and suffering would result. It 
would then be our great test of faith. 

Great faith should remove  mount- 
ains, It is therefore by this example 
that many a hostile person would be 
made a seeker—then a convert. 


We must never show anger, nor 
hostility, nor pride, nor envy, nor 
hate, nor coveteousness, nor greed, 
nor wordly power. 

Our faith must be such that all ob- 
stacles would be removed. 

Wars and rumours of wars, economic 
uncertainties, vices, pestilences, and all 
the evils consequent to disobedient peo- 
ple would be wiped out.

W* must first search our own 
hearts, of course. We must 
think and learn and teach; right all 
wrongs; smile in return for a scowl; 
and seek to find an answer to every 
question. 

In exactly the same way as it is 
better to be a ‘‘ whole-hog ’’, ardent 
militarist than a _ milk-and-water, 
sloppy, sentimental one, so it is 
better to be a ‘‘ four-square ’’, pure 


pacifist than one who is a weakling, — 


not knowing which way he would 

turn if put to the test. 

Having therefore removed a few ob- 
stacles, we could then go out into all 
the world, fearing no man and doing 
good to all. 

Total disarmament; non-violence; 
sharing the world’s wealth; each for all 


and all for each. Can these things 
ever be? 

The answer is YES CERTAINLY! 
How? 


By first of all searching ourselves, 
then cleansing ourselves, and spreading 
the dynamic force of love to ali men, 
partly through non-violence, partly 
through intensive propaganda, and fin- 
ally, and chiefly, through a thorough 
belief and faith in the teachings of 
Jesus of Nazareth.

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BELGIUM’S BID FOR 
NEUTRALITY 


How -Europe Received the 
King’s Speech 


HAT Belgium, since the War, has 

changed from a State whose neu- 
trality was guaranteed, into one 
which has assumed in addition the 
role of a guarantor nation, was the 
theme of an article published in ‘‘La 
Libre Belgique ’’, a leading Catholic 
daily of Brussels, before the recent 
pronouncement of King Leopold. 


The question was asked by this news- 
Paper whether the commitments enter- 
ed into under the Locarno Treaty were 
Not excessive, and whether it would 
Not be wise for Belgium to revert to a 
“status more in accordance with the 
Modest part and the interests which 
Naturally fall to a small Power "’ 

The question of Belgian neutrality 
Was dealt with by King Leopold when 

@ presided over a Council of Ministers 
last week. After referring to the re- 
Inforcement of the national defences, 
the King said (states the Brussels 
Correspondent of ‘The Times ”’): 

“* Our geographical situation compels 
Us to maintain a military machine big 
€nough to dissuade any one of our 
Neighbours from using our territory for 
attacking another State. By fulfilling 

is mission Belgium-contributes emin- 
ently to the peace of Western Europe 
and creates for herself, ipso facto, a 
Nght to the respect and, if need be, the 
assistance of all States which are in- 

Tested in that peace. 

“But our undertaxings should not 
&0 beyond that. Any unilateral policy 
Weakens our position abroad and, 
Tightly or wrongly, arouses divisions at 

Ome. 


“That is why, as the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs recently said, we 
Must follow a policy exclusively and 
entirely Belgian. That policy should 
aim resolutely at placing us outside 
any disputes of our neighbours.”’ 


In Belgium itself the speech was 
favourably received by the public, while 
™ Germany satisfaction was evident in 
the press, which attributed the desire 
tor neutrality largely to the Franco- 
Oviet pact. 

In Italy the announcement was re- 
Seived sympathetically, and (according 
to the Rome Correspondent of ‘“ The 

imes ”) was held to justify the Italian 
View that a conference to consider any 
Rew Locarno agreement should not be 
eld until European conditions are more 
Settled. 

Great satisfaction was expressed in 

e press in Holland at the new step, 
While the London Correspondent of the

WHICH WAY TO PEACE? Bertrand! FAR EAST IN FERMENT. Guenther 


Russell. Michael Joseph. 7s. 6d. 
HIS is a book which not only paci- 
fists but anyone who is studying 

the present international situation 
ought to read from cover to cover. 

With the lucid simplicity of style, 
for which Bertrand Russell is famous, 
he exposes many of the fallacies which 
are too easily accepted by people in 
times of crisis. He analyzes the var- 
lous policies advocated, and gives a 
terrifying but by no means exagger- 
ated description of what war must now 
mean if by the policy of statesmen the 
clouds on the horizon are allowed to 
gather and burst into a storm. 

The logical sequence of his argu- 
ment is extremely telling and his 
quotations from reliable authorities 
show that he is not drawing on his 
imagination but presenting the hideous 
facts of the case with precision. Giv- 
ing full consideration to the expedient 
of isolationism, the support of collec- 
tive security, and the formation of 
alliances, he dismisses all of them as 
ultimately war-provoking rather than 
war-preventing. 

The conclusion reached is that dis- 
armament by example as a_ national 
policy and war resistance as the duty 


of the individual, dfficult as their ad- | 


vocacy may be, can alone be the means 


of bringing the world to a full sense | 


of the futility and degrading barbarity 
of the method now accepted by gov- 
ernments in attempting’ to solve their 
international disputes.

According to ‘ World Events’ the 
profits of seven German armament 


companies in 1933 reached 9,548,700 
marks; in 1934 the same seven com- 
panies made profits totalling 27,033, 
400 marks. 

The average annual wage in some of 
the same companies during 1932 was 
2,031 marks; in 1933, 1,955 marks; 
and in 1934, 1,903 marks. Thus, on 
the whole, workers’ wages went down 
while the companies’ profits went up. 


PITY THE BACHELORS! 

Bachelors have a hard time in Italy. 
At first they paid 150 lire in bachelor’s 
taxes; in 1928 this was raised 25 per 
cent, in 1929 the increase was 50 per 
cent, and in 1935 this tax was 75 per 
cent higher than in 1928. There are 
rumours that the tax will be increased 
another 100 percent.
